lieu letter is prefaced with th.s state­ 
ment : 
"F o r a number of years the Chippe­ 
wa Indians of Minnesota have pro­ 
tested in vain against the manner is 
which their matters have b*?en con­ 
ducted and th** wasteful extravagant?® 
shown by the Indian office regarding 
the expenditure of their tribal funds, 
but I now believe that emigres wishes 
to correct any evils wherever they 
exist in the government Indian serv­ 
ice.” 
He then makes charges as follows: 
"F irs t— That 
the 
interior 
depart­ 
ment has, since 1902, been expending 
more than $150,000 of the tribal funds 
of the Chippewas of Minnesota, in­ 
cluding the amount expended by W ill­ 
iam O’Neill, superintendent of logging 
upon 
the Chippewa reservations in 
Minnesota, principally to pay the sala­ 
ries of the government Indian em­ 
ployes who hold positions on these 
reservations, many of which are sine­ 
cure positions.
